"We have all been touched by 
the scenes of desperate refugees 
fleeing for their lives. 

"London must play its part and 
Tower Hamlets will be at the 
forefront of London's response. 

"Irrespective of party affilia- 
tion, I know my colleagues in the 
council chamber want to see us 
ready to play our full part in this 
humanitarian crisis." 

The mayor emphasised that 
support would be carefully 
managed - any provisions for 


refugees and asylum seekers 
will not impact on resources and 
services for residents such as the 
limited supply of social housing. 

The council's priority, he said, 
would always be its residents, 
but with support from the gov- 
ernment it could help refugees. 

Leaders of all the political 
groups will ask the Prime 
Minister to make available 
sufficient resources to enable 
councils to make suitable 
provision for refugees while 
ensuring they can meet oblig- 
ations to residents.

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Artists march to 
back campaign 


Anish Kapoor 
and Ai Weiwei 
visit Spitalfields 
museum

TWO world-renowned 
artists stopped off in 
Spitalfields during a walk 
to highlight the plight of 
refugees. 

Anish Kapoor and Ai Weiwei 
visited the Museum of Immi- 
gration and Diversity at 19 
Princelet Street on Thursday, 
September 17. 

Each carrying a blanket as 
millions of refugees, the artists 
were joined on their seven- 
mile walk by former asylum 
seekers who have settled in 
the UK. 

Susie Symes, chair of 
trustees at 19 Princelet Street, 
and Philip Black, a member of 
the museum advisory board, 
were among those who wel- 
comed the walkers with water, 
fruit and other refreshments 
to help fuel their journey. 

Ms Symes told the group 
that the museum, which was 
first lived in by Protestant 
Huguenots escaping religious 
persecution in France, has 
been home to waves of new 
arrivals of different cultures 
and religions. 

She described the 1719 house 
as a place of hope where the 
word 'refugee' entered the 
English language. 

"This refugee crisis makes 
us reflect on what a different 
world we would be living in 
if others had stood by and 
refused to help us when 
we were in peril and afraid," 
Susie said. 

"The museum owes so 
much to the human rights 


campaigners and refugees who 
founded it: Huguenots, Jews 
and Bengalis who wanted to 
show the world what we can 
achieve when we work to- 
gether, and welcome the 
stranger to our homeland." 

Mr Black said: "Where better 
than 19 Princelet Street for 
Anish Kapoor and Ai Weiwei 
to visit, as they walked in 
solidarity with the world's 20 
million refugees." 

Museum volunteers wore 
T-shirts bearing the inscrip- 
tion 'the home of all our 
hopes', across multi-coloured 
Union Flags. 

Kapoor thanked volunteers 
for welcoming the group 


and doing the work they do. 

Walker Nayrouz Tatanaki, 
who sought refuge in the UK 
from Libya, said: "I cannot 


believe what is happening to 
refugees in Europe. 

"I am happy the art world 
has responded in this way."

“In the media, refugees are being 
talked about in a negative way,” May- 
isha said. 

“They are being blamed for their 
plight, although many are living in 
intolerable conditions with little to eat.” 

Between 8am and 6pm, residents 


and volunteers went to the church with 
donations and offers of assistance. 

Mayisha added: “This is our second col- 
lection and, although we had a good re- 
sponse, our first venue was quite small. 

“Thanks to Sister Christine Frost, who 
runs St Matthias with scores of 
volunteers, we have a bigger venue 
and we've been able to collect and label 
more items.” 

Mayisha has arranged transport to 


deliver the donations to aid organisations 
who will distribute to refugee camps in 
Calais and Dunkirk on October 24 and 25.

The plan was developed in 
response to government con- 
cerns about allocation of grants, 
disposal of council assets and 
use of publicity, which resulted 
in the government issuing 
directions to the council and the 
appointment of commissioners. 

Ninety-one per cent of the 
items identified in the council's 
plan have been completed or 
are due to be completed in line 
with the targets set. 

Mayor John Biggs said: 
“During this six-month period, 
and particularly in the last three 
months since I took over as 
mayor, considerable progress 
has been made, and the 
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Council unites to

few months. 

“My ambition is to ensure that 
we satisfy the requirements 
set down in the directions but 
I am keen to go beyond a 
'tick box' exercise of simply 
satisfying those conditions, and 
completing the individual 
actions in the Best Value Plan.'' 

The council has recently 
appointed Will Tuckley, former 
chief executive of the London 
Borough of Bexley, as its new 


chief, along with a new direc- 
tor of law, probity and gover- 
nance and a new corporate 
director of resources. 

Other key achievements 
include: 

■ improvements to procure- 
ment practices, with tightened 
controls and spend analysis to 
reduce costs; 

■ a completely new main- 
stream grants programme, 
which has been developed 
through an open, transparent 
commissioning process with a 
clear focus on third sector 


and used to sign off a number 
of transactions; 

■ a revised communications 
protocol has been established 
and work undertaken to devel- 
op online approaches to com- 
municating with residents. 

A communications review 
will be carried out and the 
council's weekly publication, 
East End Life, will be moving to 
a fortnightly frequency in the 
short term, with a commit- 
ment from the mayor to ensure 
the council is compliant with the

Exciting changes 
to our constitution 


News from council 
opposition leaders 

SINCE June, there have 
been a number of actions 
regarding the governance 
and management of the 
council. 

Following directions by the 
government, the council has 
now completed the process of 
appointing full-time holders of 
the three senior offices of the 
council. This was concluded by 
confirming Will Tuckley as chief 
executive at a special council 
meeting in August. 

This will be the first occasion, 
for some years, that these 
positions have been held by 
full-time holders, as opposed to 
interim appointments. This will 
certainly change the dynamics 
of the council. 

For this municipal year, I 
have been appointed by the 
overview and scrutiny com- 
mittee to overview the council's 
work on law, proberty and 
governance. 

There have, over recent years, 
been concerns raised as to the 
operation of the council's stan- 
dards process. I have already held 
a productive initial meeting 
with officers and the indepen- 
dent standards personnel to 
seek ways to bring improve- 
ments before the committee, to 
feed through to the council. 

Early in October, the consti- 
tutional working party will be 
meeting to revitalise and update 
the constitution and standing 
orders of the council. 

The unfolding localism agen- 
da is an opportunity for commu- 
nity and councillor involvement 
and a revitalised constitution, in- 
corporating changes that have 
been embraced by authorities 
across the political spectrum, will 



see some exciting and innova- 
tive changes to our governance. 

There is a genuine enthusi- 
asm to take the authority 
around the borough. One of 
the most successful scrutiny 
meetings in recent years was 
held in Bow, with a notably high 
attendance and engagement 
by the public. 

A major task of members 
who are not part of the execu- 
tive is to scmtinise the decisions 
of the executive. Since June of 
this year there has been a 
definite move to achieve more 
transparency within the 
decision-making process and 
this can only lead to better 
government. 

In a democracy there will 
always be political differences, 
but there is no evidence that any 
government - local, regional or 
national - has ever been harmed 
by questions and scrutiny. 

This can only be for the ben- 
efit of residents. Government is 
strong and effective when it is 
challenged. When unchallenged, 
we see poor decision-making. 

No process is ever ideal, but 
there is no doubt that the move 
to a more open authority will ben- 
efit all. To achieve this, however, 
the opposition will have to work 
as hard as the administration.

STOPTOBER, the nation’s biggest 
campaign to get people to quit 
smoking, begins next month. 

Smokers in Tower Hamlets are being 
urged to sign up and stub out smoking 
for 28 days and beyond. Last year, more 
than 500 residents took part and the 
borough’s stop smoking service is 
expecting a similar rush this year. 

Cllr Amy Whitelock Gibbs, council 
cabinet member for health, said: “Each 


year, it costs our local NHS around 
£14 million to support people with 
smoking-related illnesses. And the 
human cost is even higher; smoking is 
the biggest cause of premature death 
in the borough.” 

Evidence shows that if a smoker can go 
28 days without a cigarette, they are 
five times more likely to give up for 
good. This year, the start of Stoptober 
coincides with new legislation in 


England and Wales, making it illegal to 
smoke in a car with someone under 
the age of 18 present. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, council director of 
public health, said: “More than 
430,000 children are exposed to 
second-hand smoke in cars each week, 
according to the British Lung 
Foundation, increasing the risk of 
chest infections such as bronchitis.”

News from the 
council's community 
safety team 

NEXT week, Tower Ham- 
lets safer neighbourhood 
board hosts its third 
residents’ question time. 

Metropolitan Police borough 
commander Andy Ewing will 
be joined by representatives 
from the council's community 
safety team to answer questions 
from local people. 

The first of these public 
meetings took place in June on 
the Isle of Dogs with a second 
session held last month in 
Poplar with panel members 
including Cllr Shiria Khatun, 
council cabinet member for 
community safety and com- 
mander Ewing. 

They have been a really 
useful exercise in helping us to 
identify problem areas and 
crime hotspots, to enable the 
council and the police to be more 
targeted with our resources. 

This latest event, on 
Wednesday, September 30 in 
Spitalfields and Banglatown, 
takes place at the Osmani 
Centre, 58 Underwood Road, Ei 
at 6.30pm. It will be another 
chance to hear directly about 
any community safety or anti- 
social behaviour (ASB) concerns 
you may have. 

The board was established in 
August last year as part of the 
mayor of London's plans for 
boroughs to be more open 
about crime and policing. 

The meeting will be attend- 
ed by the London Mayor's Office 
for Policing and Crime (MOPAC), 
and members from local police 
ward panels, Neighbourhood 
Watch, Independent Custody 
Visitors and the Independent 
Advisory Group. 

The key objective of these 
meetings is to allow residents 
to raise concerns directly to the 
police and council - so I urge 
you to take this opportunity 
to attend. 

If you can't make any of 
these sessions, then you can 
always report ASB, including 


noise or other environmental 
concerns, through the coun- 
cil's website. 

As well as contacting the 
council, we encourage residents 
to call 101, the police non- 
emergency phone number, to 
report ASB, crime or other 
concerns that do not require an 
emergency response. 

You may remember that 
crime and ASB concerns were 
the reasons behind 20 com- 
munity safety surgeries and 
walkabouts that have taken 
place across the borough. 

The surgeries and walka- 
bouts took place over the past 
year and we have now 
produced action taken' leaflets 
for each area. 

These can be viewed on our 
website and they explain 
what issues were identified at 
these sessions. 

They describe what the 
council, police, relevant housing 
associations or other agencies 
have done to alleviate some of 
these concerns.

The council is also looking into 
promoting awareness among 
young people of the ten strands 
that form the community 
safety team's strategy to com- 
bat Violence Against Women 
and Girls (VAWG). 

The VAWG plan was enacted 
in January 2013 and encom- 
passes our work to help prevent 
sexual violence, domestic abuse, 
people trafficking, prostitution, 
child sexual exploitation, fe- 
male genital mutilation (FGM), 
forced marriage, so-called 
'honour-based' violence, dowry 
related abuse, and stalking and 
harassment across the borough. 

We will be concentrating on 
raising awareness of all these 
crimes among the borough's 
young people over the coming 
months, leading up to when we 
join in with the annual White 
Ribbon and 16 Days of Action 
international campaigns.

Memorial to 43 killed by Blitz bomb 



A NEW memorial to 
honour those who died in 
a Second World War 
bombing has been un- 
veiled in Bethnal Green. 

On Monday, September 7, 
1940 - the first night of the Blitz 
- 43 people were killed when an 
air-raid shelter in Columbia 
Market suffered a direct hit. 

At a memorial service, at- 
tended by survivors, their fam- 
ilies, Mayor John Biggs and 
local dignitaries, a plaque was 
unveiled in the Rose Garden at 
Ravenscroft Park. 

The ceremony was the culmi- 
nation of many years of hard 
work by the Columbia Market 
War Memorial Group and took 
place exactly 75 years to the day 
after the tragedy. 

Trevor Wood from the 
group told East End Life: “The 43 


men, women and children were 
killed when a bomb was 
dropped on the old Columbia 
Market Hall, the cellar of which 
was being used as an official air 
raid shelter. 

“The dead amount to 15 per 


cent of all those lost on the first 
night of the Blitz. 

“We decided to try to raise 
funds to commemorate it as we 
felt if important that they should 
no longer be forgotten. 

“Many of the victims were 


buried in mass graves and had 
no markers so this stone will act 
as a Cenotaph for local civilians. 

“All funds have been raised by 
victims and survivors' families 
and local people including 
through pub quizzes and raffles.''

Museum has a 
mark of quality 


A TINY museum, tucked 
away in a church in 
Whitechapel, has won 
praise from the national 
tourist board for England. 

The Royal London Hospital 
Museum was recognised by 
VisitEngland for giving visitors 
a “quality experience” due its 
powerful storytelling - one of 
the first attractions in the 
country to be given the award. 

The museum, which opened 
in 1989, showcases the history 
of the world-famous hospital. 

Many visitors, including 
hospital staff and former 
patients, drop by to learn about 
the innovative treatments and 
foundation for modern-day 
nursing pioneered at the 
London, which have paved the 
way for much of today's world- 
leading NHS care. 

Jonathan Evans, archivist at 
Barts Health NHS Trust, said: "I 
am delighted that our years of 
work to bring to life the fasci- 
nating history of The Royal 
London Hospital has been recog- 
nised through this accolade. 

“Our little museum arms to tell 
the hospital's story as a stalwart 
of the local community. 

“We would encourage 
everyone to visit us to discover 
the origins of some of the 
life-saving medical procedures 
developed right on our doorstep 
and now regularly in use across 
the world, as well as to have fun 
exploring the workings of the 
country's greatest medical 
minds over the last 275 years.'' 

Among the museum's 
popular works are displays and 
films on the life of Joseph 
Merrick, commonly known 
as the Elephant Man, who lived 
at The Royal London Hospital 
until his death in 1890, and his 
doctor, the Royal surgeon Sir 
Frederick Treves.

People can also explore a 
showcase on forensic medicine 
featuring original material on 
the notorious Whitechapel 
Jack the Ripper murders, and 
hospital surgeon and curator 
Thomas Horrocks Openshaw 
who helped to Investigate 
the crimes. 

For would-be nurses, the 
museum offers much on 
the long history of nursing, 
as well as a display showing 
original uniforms worn 
through the years. 

Information includes the 
life and work of Edith Cavell, 
a nurse who was executed 
by a German firing squad in 
1915 for helping some 200 
Allied soldiers escape

German-occupied Belgium 
during the First World War. 

A pioneer in nurse training, 
Cavell trained and worked 
at The Royal London, and 
the museum is involved in 
national events to mark the 
centenary of her death this 
October. 

The museum also has a 
permanent exhibition of 
artefacts and archives relating 
to the hospital and the history 
of healthcare in the East End 
including surgical instruments, 
medical and nursing equip- 
ment, uniforms, medals, works 
of art, written archives and 
printed books. 

The museum is located in the 
former crypt of St Philip's Church 
in Newark Street, Whitechapel. 

Visitors can go to the 
museum Tuesday to Friday, 
from ioam-4.3opm, but are 
advised to check that it will be 
open by calling 7377 7608.

History 


Buried beneath the sands of time

LAST week we looked at the 
jumble of tiny churchyards in and 
around the City of London, and 
the massive pits sunk to contain 
the victims of London’s frequent 
outbreaks of plague. 

Sometimes London seemed too small to 
contain its dead - the Square Mile and its 
overspill, overcrowded slums of Spital- 
fields and Shoreditch could barely contain 
their living. 

But even the new' East End, the hamlets 
of Mile End, Bow and Bromley, which be- 
came swallowed by the creep eastwards 
of London in the 1800s, have their old bur- 
ial grounds, many now hidden, forgotten 
or simply paved over. 

Some had very brief Eves indeed. The most 
famous is the giant Tower Eiamlets 
Cemetery, now beautifully brought back 
to life (so to speak) as Tower Eiamlets 
Cemetery Park. But there are other, 
smaller gems, if you know where to look. 
Some, however, will demand that you 
look very carefully indeed. 

St Mary's Churchyard, Bow is still there 
of course, though precariously marooned 
as an island of the dead in the middle of 
the Bow Road, just west of the Bow flyover. 

Nearby is the rather sad residue of 
another St Mary's, that of Bromley St 
Leonard. The Saxon church was bombed in 
the war, and the A12 now runs over its old 
footprint. The graveyard remains as a wild 
space of overgrown grass and half toppled 
tombstones. 

The old Roman Catholic burial ground at 
Wade's Place, meanwhile, has been 
reinvented as the playground of the 
Eioly Family RC Primary School. Bow's old 
Baptist chapel is long gone too, now under 
a modern building as, presumably, are most 
of the graves. 

Down to the East India Dock Road, and 
another non-conformist burial ground. 
All that remains of the Trinity Congrega- 
tional Chapel's burial ground is a large 
grassy space, with the gravestones all 
cleared away. 

Alternatives to the mainstream Church 
of England proved hugely popular in 
the East End of the 1800s - the spirit of 
'Congregationalism', whereby each 
church ran its own affairs rather than 
bowing to the central control of Canterbury, 
seemed to particularly appeal to the 
independent and frequently anti- 
authoritarian East Enders. 

So on Cable Street we find the St George's 
Wesleyan Chapel ground, now transformed

into gardens. The nearby New Road Con- 
gregational Chapel yard, off Cannon Street 
Road, is now a large grassy area, tucked be- 
hind Norton Eiouse on the Bigland Estate. 

And the Ebenezer Chapel burial ground, 
on St George's Street, is now an innocuous 
strip of grass and footpath, next to St 
George's swimming pool on The ELighway. 

Another curiosity of the lost East End is 
the Scandinavian influence (which we 
looked at a few years ago in the piece about 
lost 'Wellclose'). 

The Swedish church in Prince's Square 
sadly disappeared in 1908, leaving the 
burial ground, a “rather scruffy grass area 
with a font-like memorial from Sweden''. 

The Danish (or mariners') church in 
Wellclose Square is similarly departed 


(along with Wellclose Square itself, the 
victim of short-sighted post-war 
developers), and the old graveyard now lies 
beneath the playground and garden of St 
Paul's Primary School. 

Back towards Wapping we discover the 
Congregational Chapel-ground in Old Grav- 
el Lane (now renamed Wapping Lane). You'U 
stmggle to find any evidence of the site now, 
with the footprint now hidden beneath a 
row of shops with apartments above. 

The difficulty of finding the old sites is 
only increased by the fact that many of the 
streets have themselves undergone name 
changes. The Baptist Burial-ground lay 
on Wapping's Broad Street, now renamed 
Reardon Street, and it had a long history. 
Established as far back as 1633, it was at the 


nexus of Johnson Street (now Chandler 
Street), Love Lane (now Meeting Eiouse Lane) 
and the aforementioned Broad Street. 

Clear enough? And for good measure, the 
old chapel and graveyard were themselves 
buried beneath a school, built in the late 
19th century. 

On into Whitechapel and we're on the 
site of the old parish church of St Mary's, 
lost to enemy bombing during the Second 
World War (the parish also gave its name 
to the old Whitechapel St Mary's Tube 
station, of which no trace at all remains 
these days, above ground at least). 

The churchyard was cleared to become 
St Mary's Park and is now Altab Ali Park. 
Among the famous occupants of the old 
cemetery are Sir John Cass and Richard 
Brandon, a 17th-century English hangman 
often named as the executioner of King 
Charles I. The nearby Friends burial ground 
in Baker Row, meanwhile, was reinvented 
as Vallance Gardens, with a children's 
playground alongside. 

Of course, outside the Christian faith, 
perhaps the biggest influence on the East 
End was Judaism. 

Today, you'd struggle to find much of a 
Jewish flavour to the eastern fringes of the 
City, but the influx of Jews into the East End 
during the late 19th century, driven by the 
pogroms and persecution in Eastern Europe, 
saw an already sizeable London Jewish pop- 
ulation grow to around 150,000. 

Over the course of the 20th century that 
population dispersed again, as people 
moved upwards and outwards, to north and 
east London, and Essex. They left several old 
cemeteries behind them — now unused, 
but frequently still carefully tended. 

There is the famous Betahayim Velho, or 
Old Sephardi Cemetery: tucked behind 
253 Mile End Road, it's the oldest Jewish 
cemetery in Britain, opened in 1657. 

Nearby is the Betahayim Nuevo, or New 
Cemetery, opened in 1725. Set behind the 
Faculty of Laws budding of Oueen Mary Uni- 
versity of London, the graves can be seen 
from a car park behind the arts building. 
The old wall of the cemetery forms the bor- 
der on the Mile End Road. 

Alderney Road, meanwhile, has the 
country's oldest Ashkenazi cemetery, 
opened in 1696, Brady Street the later 
Askhkenazi cemetery, dating from 1761, 
and Bancroft Road the Cemetery of the 
Maiden Lane Synagogue. 

So grab your map and start digging up 
the past... but not literally, of course.

Victoria Park opened to the public in 1845. 

Plans for it were laid by notable architect 
Sir James Pennethorne. 

It was intended to be a space for poor peo- 
ple to get away from the crowded streets of 
London, and enjoy some rest and relaxation. 

At the time, disease was a huge problem 
in the East End and mortality rates were far 
higher than in the rest of London. Fresh air 
was, at the time, considered to be a great cur- 
er of illness, but the only parks were in 
wealthy central London and the West End. 

Therein lay the foundations of what 
would become the nation's favourite park. 

2. The People’s Park and 
the political park 

Victoria Park has long been known as 'the 
People's Park'. For many local working class 
people, it may well have been the only stretch 
of green they had ever seen in their lives. 

It also became a centre for political 
meetings and rallies. Tower Hamlets was 
an area known for its socialist tendencies 
- and so many famous orators of the day 
would go down to Speakers Corner and 
deliver speeches on soap boxes. 

Famous textile designer and socialist 
William Morris would draw some of the 
biggest crowds.

3. An award-winning park 

Over the years, Victoria Park has cemented its popularity 
by winning lots of awards. 

In summer 2008, the park was voted London's best by 


Time Out. In 2012, it won its first Green Flag award, and 
was voted the best park in the UK in the national People's 
Choice award. 

It regained this title in 2014 (narrowly missing out in 2013 
to come second).

4. Remnants of old 
London Bridge can be 
found in the park 

Two pedestrian alcoves that are 
surviving fragments of the old London 
Bridge can be found there. They are in 
the east end of the park, near the 
Hackney Wick war memorial. 

These alcoves were part of the 1760 
refurbishment of London Bridge. They 
provided protection for pedestrians - 
who were faced with the dangers of 
traffic and a very narrow carriageway. 

The original London Bridge was 
demolished in 1831 and the alcoves were 
brought to the park in i860. They have 
been Grade II listed since 1951.

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7. The disappearing lake and the Chinese pagoda 

The Chinese pagoda arrived at the park in 1842. Originally in Hyde Park, it was built as 
part of the Chinese Festival of the same year and moved to its new home on the island 
in the boating lake. 

The pagoda was partially damaged in the Second World War and the condition of the 
bridge to it worsened over time. In 1958, the pagoda was further damaged by fire, and it 
was demolished - to much outcry from the public. Years later, the lake was partially filled 
in and the island become part of the main park. 

As part of a recent renovation, the pagoda (above) was rebuilt and the island reinstated 
- along with a whole host of other refurbishment works. 


8. The oldest 
model boat club 
in the world is 
based at the park 

The Victoria Model Steam Boat 
Club (VMSBC) was founded in 1904 
and is still very much in action 
today. It holds up to 17 regattas a 
year. The first is traditionally held 
on Easter Sunday. 



9. The park played a 
strategic role in the 
Second World War 

During the Second World War, 
Victoria Park was largely closed 
to the public. It became an enor- 
mous anti-aircraft site. The guns 
placed there straddled the path 
of the German Luftwaffe 
bombers headed for the docks 
and warehouses further south. 

Prisoner of war camps were 
also erected along the north 
eastern edge and were used to 
house Germans and Italians. 

An air-raid shelter was built 
underground, just by St Marks 
Gate. On October 15, a bomb 


made a direct hit, tragically 
killing 15 and trapping around 100 
people inside- 

10. The park recently 
went through a 
£i2m refurbishment 

In 2010, the National Lottery 
Big Lottery Fund and the coun- 
cil undertook the restoration of 
the park's historic monuments 
and built new play equipment. 

A new community facility 
and cafe were created, the 
pagoda re-introduced, planting 
improved and a skate park and 
sports facilities built.

The prices in general are 
amazing and this would be my 
first port of call for a satisfying 
lunch, teamed with gorgeous 
cake and creamy coffees for 


just over a fiver. I defy you to find 
better value in the area.

Grasp the nettle 
for delicious pizza 


I HAD this dish in a fancy 
restaurant. It was made 
with snazzy mushrooms 
and expensive cheese and 
was utterly delicious. 

So I tried to recreate it at home. 
The mushrooms were creamy 
white closed cup ones that I 
bought from the pound-a-bowl 
shop at the top of my road. 

The cheese was a mix of 
cheapish mozzarella and a good, 


strong Cheddar. The nettles 
came from Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park. I have been 
taught how to grasp the nettle 
firmly' and harvest them with- 
out getting stung. However, if 
you are wary about this, try gar- 
den gloves and scissors and 
drop the leaves into a plastic bag. 

Pick the new leaves at the tip 
of the plant, avoid the stringy 
old ones and the flower heads. 


Nettle pizza 

Ingredients 

FOR THE TOPPING 

FOR THE BASE 

1 Spanish onion 

1 cup of self-raising flour 

loog nettle leaves 

1/2 tsp baking powder 

loog mozzarella 

Salt & pepper 

loog Cheddar cheese 

Natural yoghurt 

Nutmeg 


Method 

1. Pre-heat your oven to a 
medium heat. 

2. Mix the flour, baking powder, 
salt and pepper and yoghurt to 
make a workable dough. Knead 
for a few minutes, then allow to 
rest for half an hour. 

3. Form into a ball on a floured 
surface and roll out into a cir- 
cle; keep flouring both sides. 
Place the circle on a baking 
sheet on greaseproof paper. 

4. Thinly slice the onion and 
fry in a little oil until soft 


and beginning to brown. 

5. Snip off the nettle leaves and 
place in a bowl. Cover with 
boiling water and stand for ten 
minutes. 

6. Grate or slice your cheese. 

7. Top the pizza base with onions. 
Spread the nettles evenly over 
and add the cheese. Sprinkle 
with a little grated nutmeg. If 
you like, you can crack an egg 
in the centre of the pizza. 

8. Put in the oven and make sure 
the base (and egg) cooks through 
without going rock solid.

Gateway offers winter 
support to the elderly 

Better heating and advice on fuel bills as part of Winter Warmers scheme

IMPROVED heating, help 
with benefits and advice 
on coping with fuel bills 
were just some of the 
results of a campaign to 
support older people in 
the borough. 

At its annual general 
meeting on September 7, 
Gateway Housing Association 
published a report on its 
Winter Warmers programme 


which was designed to help its 
older residents. 

Set up in partnership with 
NHS Tower Hamlets Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), 
the programme saw Gateway 
staff volunteer to visit 429 
residents aged 70 and over, 
with a detailed questionnaire 
to identify ways to improve 
the wellbeing, health and inde- 
pendence of older residents. 

As a result of the survey, 122 
residents were referred to day 


centres, 81 received advice on 
coping with fuel bills, 58 
were helped to claim welfare 
benefits, 55 had radiators 
made more efficient and 12 had 
repairs to extractor fans and 
smoke detectors. 

Two were helped to register 
with a GP. 

The meeting heard from a 
family who were delighted that 
their 85-year-old aunt had a new 
heating system installed in her 
home, thanks to the programme. 


Jane Ball, director of resident 
services at the housing associ- 
taiton, said: "Gateway has 
shown what's possible when we 
reach out to older people." 

Guest speaker at the event 
Jane Milligan, chief officer for the 
CCG, said: "Good housing leads 
to good health and wellbeing. 

"Winter Warmers recognised 
that and builds on good practice 
to support elderly people to be 
healthier, happier and safer in 
their homes."

Chest hospital sold for housing 


A HOUSING association has 
completed a deal with Barts NHS 
Trust to buy the former London 
Chest Hospital site in Bethnal Green. 

The historic four-acre plot was sold to 
Circle Housing on August 28. 

The majority of patient services at the 
hospital were relocated to Barts Heart 
Centre at St Bartholomew's Hospital in April 
and the site has been fully decommissioned. 

Philip Browne, director of development 


at Circle Housing, said: "We are pleased to 
confirm we have completed the purchase 
of the former London Chest Hospital site. 

"We are looking forward to working with 
our partners to deliver much-needed 
housing for Tower Hamlets, which will build 
on the character of this unique site." 

The social housing landlord, which owns 
and manages over 6,400 homes across Tow- 
er Hamlets and Havering, will be talking 
to local people over the coming months to 


seek their views and discuss the future use 
of the site, ahead of applying for planning 
permission next year. 

In a separate event, campaigners held 
a public meeting on the future of the site 
on September 10. 

Members of Community Chest, which fo- 
cuses on the need for more housing and 
community spaces and to protect threat- 
ened sites, called on Barts to ensure the site 
is used for the public good. 


Gas safety alert 
for landlords 


LANDLORDS are being 
alerted to new legislation 
about carbon monoxide 
detectors. 

The law, which comes into 
effect on October 1, requires 
working carbon monoxide 
detectors to be fitted in any 
room with a solid fuel burning 
combustion appliance. 

It also requires landlords to 
have working smoke alarms 
fitted on each floor of homes 
they let. 

A spokesperson for British 
Gas said: "Exposure to carbon 
monoxide gas can be fatal and 
the main sources are faulty gas 
boilers or heaters. 

"Landlords are already re- 
quired to ensure their proper- 
ties receive an annual gas safety 
check and certificate. 

"Gas safety checks pick up 
problems, including faulty boil- 
ers, and are vital in helping to 
prevent leaks, explosions and 
carbon monoxide poisoning." 

The company has issued sim- 
ple checks to stay gas safe. 

For landlords: 

■ You need a gas safety check 
and record or certificate (CP12) 
for each property every year. 


Give a copy to your tenants to 
keep safe. 

■ Install a carbon monoxide 
alarm in your properties. You 
can buy one online and have 
it delivered direct to your 
tenants to install themselves 
with minimal effort. 

For tenants: 

■ Your landlord is legally oblig- 
ed to have a gas safety check 
done every year, and to give you 
a copy of the property's gas safe- 
ty certificate (CP12). If you don't 
know whether your property is 
safe, just ask. 

■ Look for signs of staining, soot 
or discoloration on, or around 
your gas boiler, fire or water 
heater. These can be signs of car- 
bon monoxide. Keep vents in 
doors, walls or windows clear to 
ensure gas fumes can safely es- 
cape your home. 

■ Know the signs of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, which 
can be similar to the flu. 

■ If you notice anything wrong, 
stop using the appliance imme- 
diately, open windows and 
doors and call the Gas Emer- 
gency Services Helpline on 
0800 111 999 (24hrs). You should 
also seek medical advice. 


Homelessness charity shop 
celebrates first anniversary 


A HOMELESSNESS charity 
is set to celebrate the first 
anniversary of the open- 
ing of its shop in Poplar. 

On Friday, September 25, 
customers can have a cup of tea 
or coffee and a slice of birthday 
cake at the Emmaus Poplar 
shop, between nam-2pm, and 
there will be free face painting 
for children from 3.30pm. 

Formerly homeless people 
helped by Emmaus will talk 
about the charity and the work 
it does to rebuild lives. 

The shop, on Chrisp Street 
Market, opened in 2014 and 
sells donated goods including 
furniture, clothing and bric- 
a-brac as well as shop returns 
and end-of-line stock from 


major high street retailers and 
supermarkets. 

Profits from sales are used to 
support formerly homeless peo- 
ple by providing a home and 
work in one of the 25 Emmaus 
communities in the UK. 

Kim Trivett, shop manager, 
said: "As well as providing our 
customers with bargains, we 
have helped reduce Poplar's en- 
vironmental impact through 
recycling of unwanted goods. 

"We are providing quality 
work experience by filling 
volunteering roles with people 
in the local community. 

"We would like to thank 
everyone who has supported us 
and look forward to welcoming 
you at our celebration day."

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year. For permit charges and

BOXING ROUND-UP

EAST London has one new 
champion and hopes to 
crown another this coming 
weekend. 

Two former Repton stars are 
the headline makers with Frank 
Buglioni bidding for world 
super-middleweight glory and 
former club-mate Charlie 
Edwards celebrating his new- 
found status as English 
flyweight champion. 

At Wembley on Saturday 
night Buglioni takes on 
Russian Fedor Chudinov, who is 
being guided by the man 
once branded the best pound- 
for-pound fighter in the world. 

Roy Jones Junior, a class act in 
the 1990s, has been in Russia 
training WBA champion Chudi- 
nov and giving him tips on 
how to defeat Buglioni. 

The 46-year-old American 
won world titles at mid- 


dleweight, super-middle, light- 
heavy and heavyweight and is 
still in pursuit of another in the 
cruiserweight division. 

Not bad for someone who still 
has ambitions at an age when 
most fighters have hung up 
their gloves for a decade or 
more. 

"Buglioni' s a very good and 
very smart fighter, but I believe 
that Fedor will win without a 
problem,” said Jones. 


"I think Fedor can catch 
him late.” 

Buglioni, the reigning Euro- 
pean super-middleweight 
champion who comes from 
Italian stock, is not looking past 
Chudinov. 

But he believes there are 
some high-profile fights out 
there to take him up a level - in- 
cluding an all-British unification 
fight with either George Groves 
or IBF champion James DeGale. 


"It would be great if we both 
win our world title fights. A uni- 
fication fight against him at 
Stamford Bridge would be a 
dream come true as we are 
both big Chelsea fans. 

"Being from an Italian back- 
ground you could say it has all 
the hallmarks of a Rocky movie.” 

Charlie Edwards won the 
English flyweight title in his 
fifth fight, following in the 
footsteps of the East End's own 
Charlie Magri. 

Edwards defeated Louis 
Norman from Leicester on 
points at the O2 Arena on Sep- 
tember 12, and will now build 
up towards British title standard. 

Edwards looked sharp and 
eager and, despite Norman's 
boast that he would end it 
quickly, won comfortably, 
baffling the champion with his 
elusive jab and move style. 

Edwards boxed with a matu- 
rity that belied the fact he only 
turned professional in January.
